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‘New era’ in ties with France

‘After the three hectic days of 
French President Francois Mitter- 
rand's visit to Israel, government 
circles in Jerusalem congratulated 
themselves at the weekend on what 
one high official called the visit's 
“enormous success." 


Yitzhak Shamir said on television 
Saturday night that the visit signal- 
led “the opening of Β new era of 
ftiendship and understanding after 
15 years of coolness." 


Hopes were high that the at- 
mosphere engendered by the visit 
would be translated into tangible 


‘tmprovement across a broad 


spectrum of bilateral relations. And 
‘on the political plane, despite the 
shatp differences over the Palesti- 
nian issue, the Israeli side was 
pleased to hear the French affirm 
repeatedly that they do not seek to 
impose their views or support a 
“European initiative” separate from 
the American peace efforts in the 
region.

Uncertainty about the inclusion 
of Jerusalem in the itinerary of 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak's projected visit to Israel 
continues to cloud relations 
between Israel and Egypt. 

The Israeli government has 
hinted that Mubarak would not be 
welcome unless he visits Jerusalem, 
as did his predecessor, Anwar 
Sadat.

The sources said Mubarak's 
refusal to visit Jerusalem should 
have no clfect on the Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai, since the 
two were not related,

After weeks of diplomatic con- 
tacts concerning the possible visit, 
during which Egyptian officials did 
not rule out Jerusalem, the first 
“no” came on the eve of Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamis's visit to 
Egypt two weeks ago. Before that, 
one Egyptian official even men- 
tloned the possibility of Mubarak 
addressing the Knesset. 


When Mubarak received Shamir 
it was Mubarak who raised the 
question of the visit, and explained 
why he could not and would not 
come to Jerusalem, The Post 
learned.

The Libyans havé dispatched a 
500-man battalion armed with 
SAM-9 anti-aircraft missiles to 
bolster terrorist forces in Lebanon. 
This disclosure was made by O/C 
Military Intelligence Aluf Yehoshua 
Saguy at a briefing with defence 
correspondents in Tel Aviv last 
week, ᾿ 

Saguy also revealed that the fire 
which wrecked the passenger ship 
Arion off Haifa last December was 
caused by a bomb planted by an- 
traqi-sponsored terrorist group, He 
listed further Iraqi participation in 
anti-[srael terrorism. 

Saguy .compjained that since the 
July 1980 cease-fire, negotiated 
between the Palestine Liberation. 
Organization and lerael, through 
the offices of the U.S., the terrorists 
have drastically increased their war- 
making potential. They have more 
than doubled the number of cannon 
they had before the cease-fire, and 
have added 50 per cent to the. 
number of tanks. : 

The terrorists now have 80 tanks 
deployed in Lebanon (including T- 
54 and T-55 tanks in additions to the 
T-34 armour they had previously), 
120 armoured personnel carriers, 80 
trucks with Katyusha rockets, some 
150 cannon — primarily 130mm 
howitzers, 90 medium-range cannon 
and over 200 mortars of various 
calibres. 

All these figures, he said, indicate 
a huge increase in the terrorists’ 
ability to hit at Israel hard. Saguy 
further revealed that over the past 
two months, despite the fact that 
Uieagréeient reached with the 
PLO explicitly includes an under- 
taking that Major Sa'ad Haddad's 
forces would not be attacked, Had- 
dad's positions have been attacked 
26 times by the terrorists.

TEL AVIV. -Ἐ Yosef Miromowitch 
has been chaben to handle Israel's 
soccer destinies in the immediate 
future and he will coach the team 
that will seek a place in the 1984 
Olympic Games.

At a stormy five-hour meeting 
last week, the Football Association 
executive endorsed the choice of 
Miromowitch, due to a solid block 
of 11 votes of the Hapoel sports 
clubs. Marko Wallok of Yugoslavia 
garnered five votes; Mansell got 
only two. 

Hapoct representatives 
ucknowledged it would have been 
preferable to recruit a top foreign 
coach. But financial considerations 
debarred this and the nod wus 
therefore eventuully given to a 
senior local coach. Haim 
Habesfeld, the FA chairman, snid 
Miromowitch is highly respected in 
the local football world and would 
have the backing of the Israeli soc- 
cer public “to do a fine job." 

Miromowitch, $8, was born in 
Cyprus and came here as 2 boy. He 
played 14 times for Isruel, the first 
oveasion in 1948, und then went on 
to become u successful conch in the 
Icague and also, for one senson, of 
the nutional team in 1964 when they 
won the Asian Cup. He hus coached 
all three prominent Tel Aviv clubs, 
Hupoel, Maccabi and Betar. Most 
recently he was with Muccabi Petah 
Tikva. which he left at the end of 
last season. He has been operating a 
sports shap. 

An amiable man, Miromowitch 
is considered to be popular with the 
country's football fans. 

Queried by The Post Sast night 
about his feeling regarding the deci- 
sion, Mansell was his customary 
controlled self. “No, | can't say !am 
disappointed," he said. “1 don't 
think 1 was ever seriously a can- 
didate to have my contract renewed.

OBITUARY 


Justice Y. Sussman, 71 


Dr. Yoel] Sussman, retired presi- 
dent of the Supreme Court, died of 
a heart aitack in Jerusalem Jast 
week, He was 71, 

Sussman was known as a jurist, 
weiter and teacher. He waa born in 
Cracow, Poland, on October 24, 
1910 and studied law in Berlin, 
Heidelberg and at the University of 
Frankfurt, where he received his 
doctorate in 1933, He continued to 
study in Cambridge and in London, 
where he earned an LL.B. in 1939, 

Sussman settled here in 1934 and 
in 1948 he became the IDF's 
deputy judge advocate-genera! with 
a rank of captain. Sussman joined the 
Tel Aviv District Court in 1949 and 
became a Supreme Court Justice in 
1953. He became president of the 
court in 1976, retiring in 1980. 

Sussman taught law at the 
Hebrew University and at Tel Aviv 
University, was a frequent con- 
tributor to the professional and dai- 
ly press, and wrote textbooks on 
civil law and arbitration, He was

Candid words on the Palestinians 


French President Francois Mit- 
terrand told the Knesset last week 
that the Palestinians are entitled to 
a state of their own. 

He repeated this position at a 
jolnt’ press “conTerence’ With Ρ πὲ 
Minister Menachetn Begin later in 
the day. 

After being welcomed (o the 
Knesset chamber by Speaker 
Menahem Savidor, Mitterrand said 
that the Arabs of the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank have the right to a 
homeland, and that no one should 
expect them to renounce their iden- 
tity or the land on which they are 
living. 

Speaking without any dramatic 
modulations, and with a slight, plea- 
sant smile on his face throughout his 
speech, Mitterrand said it is not for 
him to decide who represents the 
Palestinians. 

But he asked how the PLO could 
hope to sit down with Israel at the 
negotiating table when it rejects 
Israel's right to exist. Such a 
dialogue Is contingent on the prior 
and mutual recognition of the other 
side’s right to exist and on the 
renunciation of war, direct or in- 
direct, he said, 

Mitterrand said that Israel- 
Palestinian dialogue must imply that 
each party can realize its rights. 
“With respect to the Palestinians, as 
for other pooptes, this means, in the 
final analysis, a state," he declared. 

Towards the end of his speech, 
Mitterrand called attention to the 
fact that he had not said a word 
ubuut Jerusalem, “although, after 
ull. it is in Jerusalem that we are 
now speuking.” 

But the few sentences thut fol- 
lowed were non-commitial, From 
his study of the Bible, said Mitter- 
rand, he knew that the Jews refer to 
Jerusalem as the city of peuce’ — he 
used the Hebrew, ἐν hashalom, Butit 
is also the cily of unity, of con- 
trudictions, the eternul city, and — 
he hoped — a universul city. 

Still speaking about Jerusulem,

THE MITTERRAND VISIT 


French leader’s ‘efforts 
for mankind’ recognized

Standing on ἃ red carpet under 
camera lights on the stage of Wise 
Auditorium on Givat Ram, Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand received 
an honorary doctorate from the 
Hebrew University last Thursday 
afternoon for his role as a member 
of the French Resistance, his per- 
sonal involvement in the struggle of 
Soviet Jewry and for “his untiring 
ettorts on behalf of mankind, the 
Jewish people and the State of 
\srael,”” 

Presenting Mitterrand with the 
doctor honoris causa scroll, in 
Hebrew. and French, University 
President’ Avrsham Harman said: 
“Through you, Mr, President, we 


salute France, whose history and” ~ 


culture have influenced our country 
and encouraged the struggle for the 
freedom of aur people,” Harman 
said that many Israelis — of French 
and North African origin — had 
been shaped by the French 
language and civilization. 

Harman announced the creation 
of a chair of political studies named 
after former French premier Leon 
Blum, Its first incumbent will be 
Prof. Ze'ev Sternhell, ᾿ 

In his reply, Mitterrand said that 
nothing could be more fitting than 
to name the chair after Leon Blum, 
“A great statesman, socialist and 
humanist, What a source of in- 
spiration!" 

Mitterrand also recalled Blum's 
“destiny,” referring to his trial by 
the Vichy government and to his 
imprisonment by the French and 
the Germans during World War II. 

The French president cited 


Blum's letter of encouragement and 
sympathy to the Hebrew University 
in 1949, when the institution re- 
opened after the 1948 war. 

The scroll cited the actions of 
Mitterrand in 1947, when, as 
France's minister of ex-servicemen, 
he informed the British Mandatory 
Government that France would 
neither close her gates to the 
Holocaust survivors, “who yearned 
to reach the land of their 
forefathers," nor force them to dis- 
embark against their will, 

During his visit, the French presi- 
dent, accompanied by President 
Yitzhak Navon dedicated the 
Museum for Holocaust Art at Yad 
Vashem, Israel's Holocaust 
Remembrance Authority, Much of 
the 1520 million cost of the museum 
was provided by the Eugene 
Schreiber Fund of France. 

Mitterrand lit the memorial flame 
and laid a wreath in the colours of 
France at the tomb in the 
memorial's Hall of Remembrance, 
which contains ashes from the 
murder camps of Nazi Europe, The 
presidents and their wives then 
stood silently with the crowd und 
heard a memorial prayer and a dirge 
sung by a girls choir. 

In the auditorium of the art 
museum, Mitterrand was awarded 
the Yad Vashem medal in the 
presence of ubout 80 lews who had, 
like the president himself, served in 
the Maguis, part of the French 
resistance, in World War 11, 

After visiting Yad Vashem, Mit- 
terrand and hts entourage 
proceeded to Mt. Wergl where ce 
French president placed ἃ wreath at 
the tomb of Theodor Herzl.

No-confidence motion in government defeated 
Begin attacks anti-pullback groups

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
last week denounced those who are 
trying to’ prevent thé withdrawal 
from Sinai, saying they had brought 
the country to the brink of violent 
confrontation in recent days, : 

Begin was replying in the Knesset 
to a motion of no-confidence 
presented by Hanan Porat, of the 
three-man ultra-nationalist Tehiya 
faction. The motion had been in- 
spired by the government’s decision 
a few days earlier to tike im- 
mediate, firm action against the 
antl-withdrawal movement in Sinai. 

The motion was defeated by a 
vote of 58-4, with 43 absentions, It 
was supported by Tehiya and 
Deputy Religious Affairs Minister 
Haim Druckman (National 
Religious Party). It was opposed by 
the coalition factions and Shinui, 
while the Alignment, the 


Democratic Front, and Telem ab- ‘ 


stained. 

Porat said that for Egypt, Yamit 
was only the first step and that 
Jerusalem would be next. As in a 
Greek tragedy, Israel was moving 
towards catastrophe, with the 
govertiment seemingly powerless to 
act.

adopted a firm sule against the use 
of force of any kind.

Brawl on Temple Mount

Two people were slightly injured in a brawl on Temple Mount last week, 
when a group from Kiryat Arba (the Jewish suburb adjoining Hebron}, 
clushed with Moslems who had been praying at the Aksa Mosque, a police 
spokesman said, 

One of the Arabs was stabbed in the shoulder und κα Jew was hil on the 
hend with a stone, The police spokesman said that those involved would be 
charged with assuulting police officers and disorderly conduct. 

The trouble began when 13 yeshiva students from Kiryat Arba forced 
their way through the Chain Gate, knocking down a policemun and 4 guard 
who were stationed there, police said. They proceeded to the Vemple 
Mount where they held a prayer service until interrupted by a group of 
about 50 Moslems. ¥ 

Jewish prayer on the Temple Mount has been prohibited for both 
religious and legal reasons, Most religious aunhorities forbid Jews to enter 
the site for fear thal they may unwittingly tread on the site of the Holy of 
Holies of the Temple; but ather authorities, (including Chief Rabbi Shlomo 
Goren, believe that the place of the sanctuary is known and that Jews 
should be permitted to pray on the mount. 

There have been a number of attempts to hold Jewish prayers on Temple 
Mount since 1967, some of them ending in violence. The tast of a number of 
appeals to the Supreme Court was made last November. On thut occusion, 
Haim Stenger, an attorney, claimed that he was being denied his retigious 
rights under the Basic Law: Jerusalem, which guaranteed freedom of access 
to the holy sites by the members of all religions. 

The Supreme Court cited an earlier verdict, dating to 1968, that the issue 
of Jewish rights on Temple Mount must be left to the executive arm of the 
slate, Justice Yehuda Cohen said that the Basic Law: Jerusalem had not 
altered the situation. The subject was delicate, said the judge, and the 
minister of religious affairs should be given discretion in deciding when any 


solution could be put forward.

Jerusalem is one of the most 
emotive issues in the entire Middle 
East equation, for the Arabs no less 
than it is for Iscael. 

Israel has made a point of in- 
sisting that any foreign leader on an 
official visit be received in the na- 


tion's capital, Jerusalem, without 
necessarily prejudicing the visitor's 
official position on the status of the 
city. 

Thus, French President Francois 
Mitterrand, whose country no less 
than Egypt challenges Israel's claim 
to all of Jerusalem, last week of- 
ficially visited the city. 

And, given the immense symbolic 
significance which Israel attaches to 
its peace treaty with Egypt, it is hard- 
ly surprising that Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, should have been 
80 adamant that Mubarak, on his 
first visit to Israel as president of 
Egypt, should likewise be received 
in Israel's capital. 

For Egypt, however, Begin's in- 
sistence has been viewed as a direct 
challenge, a deliberate attempt to 
put Mubarak on the spot vis-a-vis 
the Arab world. Accordingly, thie 
Egyptian leader has baulked, mak- 
ing it clear that he would prefer not 
to visit Israel at all rather than 
alienate himself so grossly from an 
Arab world he has been openly 
courting ever since he succeeded 
Sadat. 

By making Jerusalem an issue, 
Israel has forced Egypt into making 
precisely the kind of choice which 
Israel should perhaps be seeking to 
forestall: Israel or the Arabs, 

It has, however, so far shown con- 
siderable restraint in not going to 
the brink over the issue, and Begin's 
riposte that he would not visit Egypt 
until Mubarak visits Jerusalem was, 
for Begin, a relatively mild one 
which has done little to jeopardize 
the future of the peace,

Lebanon, for example, or a direct 
confrontation with Syria, 

It is hard to imagine that 
Mubarak will, with Sinai completely 
restored, display the same kind of 
restraint that he did over the Golan 
Law, or as Sadat did when Israel 
bombed the Iraqi nuclear reactor, 
and the PLO headquarters in'down- 
town Beirut last year. 

For Egypt, the alternative to 
peace on its own terms appears at 
this stage not to be war, but rather 
some form of non-belligerency. 
Egypt has proved to its own satisfac- 
tion that more can be achieved at 
the negotiating table than on the bat- 
tlefield, and the present leadership 
hag shown signs that it is not likely 
to have much patience with those 
Arab states calling on Egypt to 
make further sacrifices through war 
without first attempting to achieve 
their goals, as Egypt has done, 
through negotiation, 

Israel will probably find itself not 
prepared for very long to make the 
kind of concessions Egypt will be 
demanding after Sinai is returned to 
maintain even its own, in Israeli 
eyes, minimal version of peace. — 

What is likely to emerge is 
something considerably less than 
the peace that Israel might have 
hoped for — something ap-

of Israel, It will accept no alter- 
native to the total liberation of 
Palestine (article 21). In other 
words, it is sheer self-delusion to 
suppose that the PLO could ever 
content itself with an independent 
State in only part of what was 
Palestine under the Brilish Mandate 
— say, in Judea-Sumaria (the “West 
Bank,” “la Cisjordanie" in French) 
and Gaza. 

There may be “moderate” ele- 
ments in the PLO which might 
reconcile themselves temporarily 
to such a state as a jumping-off 
point for the subsequent “total 
liberation” of Palestine — that is, 
the destruction and elimination of 
Israel — but could they ever have 
the Covenant amended accor- 
dingly? (This would be “tactical,” 
not “strategic,” thinking). 

Even if they could, the amend- 
ment would hardly mollify Israel 
since it would only mean that “total 
liberation" was aimed for later 
rather than sooner, 

In any event, such ideas, timidly 
put forward on occasion by PLO 
spokesmen secking to please, have 
always been hooted down by an 
overwhelming majority of the 


PLO's constituent formations. 

Although the Arab states and the 
PLO, as we saw once again αἱ the 
last session of the UN General As- 
sembly, never fail to invoke the UN, 
its jurisdiction and its 
jurisprudence” when it suits them, 
the UN partition of Palestine is “en- 
tirely illegal" — as is, in conse- 
quence, the very existence of Israel. 
Israel docs not exist, it is “null and 
void,” there is nothing to recognize 
and no one to negotiate with: What 
can Israel do? 


EVEN SUPPOSING there were one 
day a “moderate” voice in the 
PLO's National Congress to ad- 
vocate, for example, recognition of 
Israel if Israel “recognized™ the 
PLO, there would always be more 
than one-third of the vote to block 
any such wild notion, 

At last autumn’s Arab League’ 
“summit” in Fez, Yasser Arafat 
seemed inclined to support the 
Saudi “peace” plan if only not to in- 
furiate hig main financial backer, 
but the PLO hardliners easily won 

- the day and forced him to join Syria, 
Libya and the other opponents of 
the plan. On the basis of the PLO's 
own existence and goals, it would 
never be possible to muster the ma- 
jority needed for amending the 
Covenant. It is futile to even hope 
for such an eventuality. 

The only circumstance, indeed, in 
which it could be conceivable 
would be if the PLO ceused to be ἃ 
cohesive body and split centrifugal- 
ly into a welter of warring elements. 
If this happened, recognition either 
vf or hy the PLO would buve no 
meaning, ere 
PLO to negotiate with anyway. 

The problem of relations with 
Israel would then look very dif- 
ferent to the Palestinians 
themselves, They would become 
more recognizably those ‘Palesti- 
nians from the West Bank and 
Gaza" whom the Camp David 
negotiators had in mind, and would 
no longer resemble the “guerrillas” 
entrenched in Southern Lebanon, 
directed from headquarters in 
Beirut, Damascus and Baghdad. 


Was Mr. Issam Sartawi, himself a 
member of the Palestine National 
Council, thinking of this in his re- 
cent talk with Eric Rouleau (Le 
Monde, January 22, 1982)? The 
PLO, he said, “should take account 
of the views and aspirations of the 
Palestinian people, in particular the 
people of the occupied territories — 
otherwise it could find itself in 
danger of losing ils representativily 
and its raison d'etre." 

He went on to imply (this is clear 

* from the whole tenor of the conver- 
sation) that the root of the impasse 
lay in the PLO's rejection of Israel's 
right to exist, that the “Palestinians

themselves and Israel, and that the 
fissure between them and the PLO

Is there perhaps really a chance 
for autonomy, or for the “villuge 
leagues."?

LAST WEEK'S Yamit noises all but 
out the ‘sound of bieaking 
ice, as relations between Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and his 
former defence minister emerged 
from two years-in the deep freeze. 
Ezer Weizman is returning 
to his home in Caesarea after 
being hospitalized for surgery to 
repair his diaphragm, torn in ἃ 
November 1977 road accident. 
Most promunent among the get-well 
messages was one from Begin, and 
Ezer lost little time in telephoning 
his old chief at his Jerusalem 
residence, 

Their lengthy conversation hes 
triggered a tidal wave of speculation 
inside_Herpt, and has brought a 
number of Weltmanites out of two 
winters of hibernation. “After the 
call, Ezer’s Sheba--Medioal Centre 
ward was visited by several Herut 
politicians who'd kept their distance 
since his stormy resignation.

Reality and symbolism clash at Yad Vashem’s new 
museum devoted to art of the Holocaust. : 


Meir Ronnen 


YET ANOTHER museum opened 
in Jerusalem tast week, Housed if a 
new building at the Yad Vashem 
Holocaust Memorial complex. It 
contains Yad Vashem’s holdings of 
2,000 works on Holocaust themes, 
most of them documentary notes 
and sketches actually made in ghet- 
toes nnd detention and concentra- 
tion camps {the only other major 
groups of works of this nature is at 
the Ghetto Fighters Museum at 
Kibbutz Lohamei Hageta‘ot). 
About 280 works comprise the in- 
troductory show. Curator Irit 
Salmon (who is also curator of 
Holocaust Memorial toom at the 
Israel Museum) hopes to rotate 
some of the material at a later date. 

The show is not so much a 
catalogue of horrors, but rather a 
profoundly depressing record 
men, women and children ‘., ually 
uprooted from their homes, 
wrenched from their families and 
left to make the best of things until 
their turn comes to die of ill- 
treatment and starvation or to 
be deported to the death camps. 
But it is also a monument to human 
resilicnce and creativity, to the ar- 
tists, professionals and amateurs, 
who risked death to express 
defiance or to document Nazi in- 
sanity; or simply to make an act of 
creation — in the shadow of the 
Valley of Death. Their studios were 
camp yards or hiding places inside 
and outside the camps; their 
materials, which often as not came 
out of a sack that held their entire 
possessions, were often just a pencil 
stub ora piece of home-made char- 
coal, 

A large number ΟΥ these works 


were created at the “show-camp” of ἢ 


Theresienstadt,- where a technical 
drawing office employed many 
Jewish artists and provided them 
with access ta good drawing 
materials: and paper. When the 
Nazis found out that these artists 
were recording things they didn’t 
want seen, they were deported to 
Auschwitz, the eventual fate of 
most of the other survivors at this 
camp. Many of the artists hid their 
works in attics and walls and those 
that survived retarned to claim 
them. Many did not. One was 
Morltz Nagel, who left us a series of 
highly skilled watercolours 
documenting living conditions at 
Theresienstadt in 1942; they were 
discovered in an attic there only in 
1950, 

Nagel's contemporary and col- 
league in the technical drawing 
department was Leo Haas, who was 
also caught recording the forbid- 
den; he was tortured and sent to 
Auschwitz. Haas survived and 
recreated many of his sketches, 
Unlike most works made after the 
event, his bear the stamp of authen- 
ticity. 

Others, driven to record, drew 
only while they were in the camps 
and never drew again. But being an 
artist was sometimes a passport to 
survival, Some prisoners drew their 
guards and got food or softer jobs in 
return, Others bartered their works. 
Talent and training were at first an 
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Leo Haas: “Hang him again! "" the recreation of an actual incident. The 
artist survived Nisko, Theresienstadt and Auschwitz.

Others drew to relieve their 
boredom in the fairly relaxed deten- 
tion camps in France, Others drew 
to keep a grip on all they believed 
waa worthwhile in life, One of the 
most powerful works in this show is 
an oil of Jews praying outside a bar- 
rack in a French Camp, painted by 
German-born Fellx Nussbaum. He 
later escaped but was caught in 
Belgium, where he had returned to 
paint in hiding. He was deported to 
Auschwitz and oblivion. 

Another escapee from a French 
camp was Osias Hofstatter, who is 
exhibiting at a Jerusalem Gallery 
this week (866 next page). Hofstat- 
ter, who escaped to Switzerland, 
and whose images of survivors are 
harrowing, was not an actual 
witness to the concentration camps;

His most moving 
painting isa youthful self-portrait, a 
boy at his desk with bis head on his 
hands and his pack on his back, ἃ 
moment before he is to leave his 
own happy room forever. 
* Some artists are virtually ano- 
nymous little is known about a 
brilliant cartoonist named Placek, 
who left us 500 coloured portrait 
caricatures of prominent inmates of 
Theresienstadt. Nothing is known of 
Mieczystaw Mussil, who made some 
crude but convincing sketches of 
German troops storming the War- 
saw Ghetto. 


Life versus art ἡ 


THERE are iwo floors to the 
museum and the show js divided 
into five main sections: concentra- 
tion and detention camps; life in 
various ghettos; resenicnstadt; 
general subjects ang iepictions of 
partisans and some gon-e and sym- 
bolic and abstract works nade after 
the Holocaust; and a apecial 
children’s section, which fe:.tures il- 
lustrated books both for (and some 
even by) the children of Theresion- 
stadt. One of those was !5-year-old 


Peter Ginz, who wrote, painted and 


also edited the internal newspaper 
Vedem (We are Ahead). A number 


of his watercolours are on show, 


Peter perished in Auschwitz. 


Gliksman are names that spring to 
mind). But what really matters is the 
quality of genuine experience. It ir 
painful to report that most of the 
works made after the Holocaust or 
by artists who barely experienced it 
are sadly out of place. 

As one moves from the reality of 
experience to the “reality” of the 
‘artist, we see at once why life always 
defeats art in matters such as these. 
Even those paintings whose 
technical, visionary or abstract 
qualities would stand up elsewhere 
(Bak, Kupferman) seem feeble at 
this venue. Bogen’s cyphers for 
heroic partisans are as untonvinc- 
ing as all the other works that derive 
from Picasso. Kitach of the worst 
sort, ἃ virtual insult to art, is Adolf 
Adler's child begging for a drop of 
water. And then there is Boris 
Tasiitzky’s enormous tableau of the 
death cart at Buchenwald, a florid 
realistic oil that is a “replica” of a

Curator Salmon and 
Yad Vashem Art Adviser Elisheva 
Cohen (formerly Chief Curator and 
Adviser to the Israel) Museum) 
fought a vain rearguard action against 
.the pressures brought to bear on 
Yad Vashem officials by various ar 
tists and their pairons. With the pos 
sible exception of the Taslitzky, | 
would throw out all the symbolic 
studio paintings included in this 
show, Some can certairily find an 
honoured place somewhero else; 
but they don't belong here, cheek 
by jowt with reality, 

There is mercifully little sculp- 
ture, which on this theme tends also 
to the symbolic, like Allza Pollak’s 
facetess masses that look πα though 
they have been fired on messe in the 
ovens. Actually, the most revelatory 
thing about the whole show is that 
the people depicted in the real 
documentary works are not faceless 
at all, but recognizable individuals, 
who retain their individuality even 
in the most terrible circumstances;

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NEXT TO Elie Wiesel, André 
Neher is undoubtedly the foremost 
contemporary Jewish writer with a 
French cultural background, and 
what links and characterizes both of 
them is a preoccupation with the 
Holocaust and Jewish destiny. 
When I first met. André Neher in 
Strasbourg about 20 years ago, he 


headed the Department of Jewish 


Studies at the university there, and 
had great influence among the Jews 
of France and Christian intellectual 
circles. Thanks to Moses and the 
Vocation of the Jewish People, a trans- 
lation of one of his earlier works, 
Neher’s original approach to the Bi- 
ble and to philosophical questions 
was then beginning to capture the 
attention of English-speaking 
readers. 

Over the past decade, since his 
aliya, he has been living in 
Jerusalem, and has lectured at Tel 
Aviv University as well as in

HAILED AS “the author's most 
personal book and his outstanding 
literary achievement," L'Exil de la 
Parole (which gained the Remem- 
brance Award here in 1978), now 
that it is available in English, should 
enhance André Neher’s reputation 
as a powerful and lucid expositor of 
the Holocaust’s theological implica- 
tions, The translator, David Maisel, 
is to be congratulated on a notable 
feat: not only has he managed to 
preserve the flow and flavour of the 
original French, but he has also suc- 
ceeded in producing a text which, 
idiomatically, might well have becn 
the editio princeps. 

As the translator notes in his 
preface, The Exile uf the Word is “a 
Journey of spiritual exploration 
fired with a zestful spirit of adven- 
ture," and passing from biblical ex- 
egesis and quirks of Hebrew gram- 
mar to delightfully poetic passages, 
and, at times, the realm o 
mysticism. Though an observant 
Jew, André Neher makes free use of 
his (largely Midrashic) source 
material and defers to nobody. 
“While he examines the Holocaust 
experience in the light of Judaism, 
he also questions the Bible in view 
of the Holocaust, Does the Bible 
stand up to it, he wonders, and is the 
Bible still valid after Auschwitz?" 

To find out why God chose to 
remain silent while six milllon of His 
Am Segula were being machine- 
gunned, buried alive, gassed and in- 
cincrated, Neher undertakes a 
thorough analysis of God's and 
man’s silence in-the Bible. 


“Silence”, he polnts out, “is-oncof 
the Principal Εοιϑέν ἘΝ the - vast 
—biblie: a." It can be glimpsed 


in the speechless hallelujahs of 
Nature (Psalms 19:2-4) and in the 
kol demama dakka (“thin voice of 
siience™ rather than “still smalt 
voice”) which follows the raging 
whirlwind, earthquake and con- 
flagration (1 Kings 19:12), 
Characteristically, the author 
Portrays and analyses Abraham, Job 
and the major biblical Prophets in 
such a way as to link them closely 
with the generation of the 
Holocaust.

Abraham was the originator of 
true dialogue, vertically (with God) 
and horizontally (with fellow man), 
but when God is silent, man is en- 
tilled to respond with silence, In this 
dialogue, or unspoken encounter, 
prayer has its place. Quoting the 
Guide of Maimonides, Neher 
declares that the only authentic 
worship, “true to the landscape of 
the Bible," is silent prayer,

breadth of culture, in world 
literature, art and music us well as in 
Jewish lore, permeates The Exile of 
the Word. 11 contains a great many, 
valuable insights. 


Abraham “walks before” Εἰ 
Olam, the God of the Future, whose 
purpose is hidden and unknowable; 
Moses and Jeremiah believe that He 
made a mistake in choosing them: 
Jonah and Ezekiel take refuge from 
Him in silence; and Job brings us lo 
the ultimate scene of “concen- 
trational” horror, sepurited from 
the outside world by circles of Night 
and Fog (to quote the Nazi jargon}. 
André Neher insists that “this gulf 
between Auschwilz und the 
world...should never be forgotten 
when we mention Hiroshima, 
Dresden or Coventry in the sume 
breath, ag, Auschwitz,” Jur there a 
simply no comparison, In those 
other places of devastation “events 
were clamorous, and the cry of suf- 
fering immediately reached out and 
gripped the entire world,” (which 
promptly responded). "But at 


Auschwitz everything unfolded, 


was fulfilled and accomplished for 
weeks, months and years on end in 
absolute silence, away from and out 
of the mainstream of history.” 


The Holocaust marked a total 
collapse of humanity, beyond all 
comparison or repair, yet front it 
the Jewish people has managed to 
extract, hope “like a springtime 
risen «from .the ruins." Judaism, 
rooted firmly in this world, looks for 
redemption not in the mystery of 
Faith, and Grace but in the fulfil- 
ment. of Tora by man: even the 
Megsiah, when he comes, will be a 


-tortal Redeemer, The work, the 


mitsva, is what matters, and since 
Sinai, Neher declares, human 
society “has held in its hands-the 
silpnt keys. of its own fortunes.” 
Job's struggle to break the silence 
of God is-no legend, but a reality 
“for Satan appears in real life: he is 
Nebuchadnezzar, he is Hitler."

.HOW, THEN, should the faithful 


react lo this betrayal? Perhaps by 
acts of defiance, the stubborn 
adherence to or symbolic flouting of 
precepts when death is imminent, 
by continuing the struggle to the 
bitter end or else as a protesting sur- 
vivor; but never by meek ac- 
quiescence, by granting the final 
world to Evil. For “belief or non- 
belief in God can have no meaning 
in the context of this ‘challenge of 
silence’, what matters is belief or 
nonbelief in mun.” 


Gregor, who is Etie Wiesel's 
spokesman and alter ego in Legends 
of Our Time, grapples with the 
problem of reciting kaddish for his 
martyred father — a gesture which 
he finds compulsive and irreversi- 
ble. This “power of the irreversible” 
was also that writer's experience in 
May-June 1967, when the menace 
of a new Auschwilz, the Six-Day 
War and Jewry’s ecstatic reunion 


with the Western Wall in Jerusalem 
put him to the test once again, Both 
the living and the dead (from the 
graveyards of Europe) then came on 
a pilgrimage of resurrection, “from 
far, very far, beyond the roofs and 
Stars,’ to invade the Temple 
Mount. “Nothing could stop them 
maw, mot even the divine will 
restraining the Messiah,” 

Hope, not Salvation, is the 
messuge of Judaism according to 
Wiesel, and André Neher invokes a 
tesson of the Maharal (R. Judah 
Loew) of Prague, who teaches how 
history copies nature: “There is no 
construction without ruin, no rise 
without a fall, no development 
toward a higher condition without a 
Previous erosion within.” Hence, 
“the Second Temple had to fall to 
muke way for the still greater glory 
of the Third" and the Jewish martyr 
suw a purpose in his doomed 


struggle against the Gestapo tor- 


turer. It was hig triumph over death, | 


“and the resurgence of the State of 
Israc) can, in this dialectical sense, 
be seen as the fruit of the Night of 
Auschwitz." 

“Yes,” says Neher, “all may be; 
all is possible, Nothing is too horri- 
ble to appear in the world and in 
history, nor too sublime to be 
manifested in the human con- 
sciousness and in acts. The universe 
is the infinite field of the possible.” 
Theologically speaking, man van- 
quishes the Messiah: “Aharii ha- 
yamim, the biblical term denoting 
the end of days, is not, in its true 
significance, the end-point of 
history but the morrow of that end.” 


DESPITE AN occasional, mystuying ~~ -- 


solecism or peculiarity of trans- 
fiteration, The Exile of the Word is a 
magnificent tour de force which will 
Shuke the reader, whatever his or 
her religious position may be, out of 
many pedestritn beliefs and precon- 
ceptions, It sheds startling light on 
ancient and modern thought, poses 
a host of questions, and suggests a 
few possible answers, 

The dialogue, interspersed with 
silent passuges, is eternal, In the 
case of beth separation and 
meeting, the past and the future, a 
door opens, Neher's conclusion is 
that silence, in the Bible, “is the 
threshold of this door through 
which all is parted and everything 
meets." 
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BUSINESS AND FINANCE 


A bank with its eye 
on small companies 


A major source of long-term 
finuncing for Israeli industry and 
vommerce is the (Industrial 
Development Bank (IDB), created 
in 1957 us a channel for the 
Trensury’s development louns to 
industry. 

The government was then prac- 
tically the sole source of investe- 
ment capital in Israel, The 
Treasury's Investment Centre ap- 
proved loans, and IDB did the rest. 
Time hus passed since then, other 
banks have got into the act. Other 
banks besides IDB process govern- 
ment loans, though its still handles 
more than half. ᾿ 

Meanwhile it has been mobilizing 
capital of is own, through the sale 
of shares and debentures, The 
shares sold do not give voting rights: 
the legal owners are those institu- 
tions which provided the founding 
capital. The big three banks (Leumi, 
Hapoalim and Discount) have 
between them 70 per cent control. 

To be fair, it must be said that the 
commercial banks’ control of IDB 
is not exclusive. The government 
has one-quarter of the votes, bul it 
supplics 80 per cent of the capital, 
as against little more than 10 per 
cent from the banks. 

Understandably, the banks keep 
a low profile. The boss of Yehuda 
Gil, IDB's able managing director, 
is mot just the three big 
shareholders. The Accountant- 
General also has much to say, 
However, inembers of the public 
who bought shares on the stock ¢x- 
change have no voice. 

It may seem strange that three 
banks should have been given 

ownership of a fourth by the state, 
even if only formally; but there is no 
clash of interests. The three, us 
commercial banks, may not issue 

whogarserm loans, whereas IDB,.can, 
only issue long-term loans, [18 main 
function is to handle finds allocated 
under the government's develop- 
ment budget for industrial expan- 
sion. 

The money it raises by its own ef- 
forts may be used at its own disere- 
tion, for purposes that the govern- 
ment would consider, if not bud- 
getable, at least worthy, The think- 
ing can de pleasantly unconven- 
tional, One idea is to help the 
country’s garages to modernize 
their equipment, thus aiding the war 
against road accidents. 

But the aid the bank gives is 
\imited in three respects; it can only 
supply louns, the loans must be a for 
at keust four years, and the money 
ean only be invested in physical as- 
sets. 

How to get around the above 
limitations? This question must not 
be wrongly understood. The bank 
dutifully handles the bulk of its 
funds in the prescribed manner. But 
it wants — and its de facto owner, 
the government, wants it — to do 
something more. The objective is to 
help industrial development. -in 
whatever ways ure necessary, Long- 
term loans for the purchuse of 
buildings or equipment provide the 
answer in most cases, bul not in all.

Development Bank in bolstering development of the 


country's economic base, 


the Israeli tax system is 


“holding things up” by discouraging scientists from en- 
tering the field of high-technology production. Post 
Economic Correspondent David Krivine reports. 


Greater flexibility’ is needed. So 
[DB created a subsidiary, the 
Invesiment Company for Industrial. 
Development (ICID). | 

Most of 1DB's customers repaid 
their borrowings on the dot. Some, 
mercifully few, were unable to do 
that and folded, In between there 
was ἃ calegory of debtor who could 
not keep up with the fixed-sum 
obligations, yet had a business 
potential all the same. 

The solution was to conver their 
debt into equily. A shureholder is 
different from a creditor: when 
times are hard he gets nothing, 
which eases the pressure on the 
business, His reward comes if the 
business succeeds. A bank can only 
be a creditor, it is not allowed to 
buy equity. 

As it happens the government 
had, during that feisty period after 
the Sis Day War when Ze'ev Share 
was finance minister, launched an 


Ze'ev Sharef, finance minister af- 
ter the Six Day War, launched the 
“420 Company” to help weak 
firms with equity investments as 
well as loans. : 


underlaking nicknamed “the 120 
company.” It was supposed to be 
endowed with (L120m, of cupital, a 
huge sum at the lime. Scon wiser 
counsels prevaited, and the target 
was reduced lo 8 more practical 
1L.60m, 

UDB wes then roped in. {t needed 
a subsidiary, here was one on 
hand, The company was made over 
to IDB, which became joint owner 
on a fSitty-fifly basis with the 
-Treasury. 

The new creation, ICID. is 
headed by Amior Vinocoun. He 
takes up the story: “The industrial 
concems which needed our uid 


were nursed to health — and in due 
course purchased their equity back 
from us. We no longer own their 
shares,” At this point ICID changed 
its role, There were several jobs it 
had to do. The best way was lo 
delegate them to subsidiaries 
(wholly-owned), with ICID ruling 
over them as a holding company. 

The main subsidiaries are four. 
Two deal with an add-ball activity: 
leasing out equipment. This story 
likewise originates with the govern- 
ment. 

The most important subsidiary of 
ICID is the (ndustrial Finance 
Company (IFC), which can be said 
to do what ICID was created for. [18 
speciality is investing in companies 
which need special treatment, 
because they have a bad capital 
structure, poor management, bad 
luck or whatever. The task is not 
commercially attractive, which is 
why the operation is done under the 
auspices of IDB, an agency con- 
cerned with stimulating the 
country’s economic growth as much 
as with making money. 

“We can use a variety of methods 
lo help our clients — loans (both 
long- and short-term), guarantees, 
tion of mergers. If we acquire equity 
it is not for keeps, we try to get rid 
of it when the company recovers, 
preferably by selling it back to the 
Previous owners who get first 
refusal. 

“We sell al the price we paid, plus 
the equivalent of an interest-charge: 
we don't seek capital gain. We like 
best to give loans, we only buy 
shares in companies that can't al- 
ford \o carry a loan — but they musi 
be companies worth investing in all 
the same.” 


The loans given are below the go- 
ing rate, and somebody has to puy 
for that. [FC falls between two 
stools. Subsidized credit is generally 
supplied by the state. The bunks 
lend their own money on strictly 
commercial terms, 


TFC lends its money on less than 
commercial terms; but that is not 
the worst. The interest that IFC 
receives is treated by the tax 
authorities as income, with no al- 
lawance for inflation. Result: “We 
are ealing up our capital," says 
Vinocourt. 

The fourth subsidiary of ICID is 
the Issuing and Finance Company, 
nicknamed for short by its Hebrew 
initiuls, Balat. This is a new

organization, designed to float 
securities for the group. 

Vinocourt explains: “Big com- 
panies can sell bonds, small com- 
panies can’t. The proceeds of our 
bond sale will be loaned to 150 
moderate-sized outfits, on the 
tecommendation of the Manufac- 
turers Association,” 

With all this bustle of activity, 
there is still room for faster 
economic expansion. Missing is the 
tremendous dynamic of growth that 
prevailed in the 1950's and 960" Ἐ, 

How lo stimulate growth, further, 
despite adverse circumstances? The 
potential is there, Israel's. industrial 
infragtructure is pretty well com- 
plete by now, 

One area, however, is static, and 
it can be described as the produc- 
tivization of scientists. 

Israel's caw material is not oil, 
coal or iron ore, il is ideas, The 
economic destiny of the Jewish 
state lies in the hands of idea-men in 
the field of high-technology. What 
halts progress is the gap between 
the scientific laboratory and the 
world of business. 

One way of breaking the log jam is 
connected with the vexed topic of 
taxation. How to attract the 
scientifically-able entrepreneur into 
the economic field? A solution is to 
offer him a share in the business. 
But there are complications, 

“The business,” a figure con- 
nected with IDB observed, “is 
worth little at the beginning, let's 
say (Slm. The firm supplying the 
finance is ready to be partners with 
him, but he has no money. So it οἱ - 
fers him an option tu buy, say, one- 
fifth of the stock at some future date 
—- but for its present value, which is

Energy Minister Yitzhak Berman 
pledged the government's support 
for “every serious plan lo advance 
the building of a reactor.” He stres- 
sed that the ministry was maintain- 
ing contact with several countries 
which manufacture reactors “and 
not with only one.” 

Technion president Amos Horev, 
who heads an official commission 
on nuclear power development for 
the government, said there was no 
reason for any further delay in 
building a nuclear plant, after 25 
years of hesitation. The need was 
vital, he said. 


Prof. Shimon Yiftah, president of 
the Nuclear Sciences Society, said 
that the Reagan administration 
now wished to regain America's 
lead in the construction of ouclear 
power plants, which the Carter ad- 
ministration had lost to other

About 60 per cent of 
those plants should be built in the 
country, and their nuclear fuel 
should be gained as a by-product of 
phosphoric acid production. 


Reviewing the Arabs’ race to ne- 
quire nuclear bombs, Yiftah said the 
destruction of the Iraqi reactor by 
the Israeli airforce Inst year had 
only delayed the threat. He also 
thought that Pakistan's “Islamic* 
bomb, financed largely by Libya 
and other Arab states, would also 
pose a threat to Israel. Pakistan was 
Not out merely to achieve a balance 
of nuclear terror with India and 
China, but it specifically wanted an 
“Tslumic'’ bomb, that would 
threaten larucl, Pakistan had also 
nat signed the non-proliferation 
treaty, he stressed,

U.S. GROUP URGES SUSPENSION OF WITHDRAWAL 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — When I began reading 
Hirsh Goodman's recent article, 
“Strategy of withdrawal,” I expe- 
cted to find some cogent military 
reasons in favour of withdrawel 
from the remainder of Sinai. 
Instead, the essence of Goodman's 
argument is that international opl- 
nion would support an Israeli attack 
on Egypt if Egypt sent more than 
the permitted number of troops into 
the Sinai. This would allow Israel to 
adopt a fluid pre-emptive strategy, 
instead of waiting to be attacked as 
in the Yom Kippur War. 

International opinion today, sub- 
ject as it is to Arab money, oil, 
Soviet and Third World ideologies, 
etc., will not support Israel under 
any circumstances. The reality of 
today's world is that Israel is con- 
ἀοπιποά {ΓΙ does and condemned if 
it doesn't, efore, it is best for 
Israel to do what is in the-interesta 


of its own security. For a tiny, 


beleaguered nation like Israel, it is 
far better to be in control of a 
strategically valuable area such as 
Sinai than to have the area under 
the sovereignty and control of a 
potential enemy. Whether one 
adopts a static defence or a fluid 
defence is not the issue. 

General George Keegan, former 
Chief of U.S. Air Force Intel- 
ligence, remarked that, with the 
new sophisticated weapons posses- 

. sed by Egypt, the “seven minutes 
early warning time [provided by 
Sinai] constitute the life and death 
of a small nation the size of Israel." 


in addition to this loss of warning 
time and the obvious military ad- 
vantage of a strategic belt, relin- 
quishing the Sinai means losing con- 
trol of the Straits of Tiran and 
diminishing the extent of Israel's 
reach towarda the south — which 
could have dire consequences. 

Israeli history has many examples 
which demonstrate that the inter- 
national community will not sup- 
port Israeli military actions even 
when Egypt clearly violates an in- 
ternationally recognized agree- 
ment, When Israel was pressured to 
withdraw from Sinai in 1957, part of 
the agreement was that Gaza would 
temain demilitarized. However, 
Egyptian troops poured into Gaza 
immediately after the Yaracli puil- 
out, When Israel complained, it 
was told by the UN Secretary 
General that Gaza was really not 
worth a war, while Eisenhower 
urged “restraint” on Israel. 
- The War of Attrition provides 
another excellent example. Under 
the American-arranged cease-fire, 
Egypt was probibited from deploy- 
ing miasiles within 50 miles of the 
Suez Canal, Yet the very night the 
cease-fire came into effect, Egypt 
began deploying SA-2 and SA-3 
missiles in this standstill zone, a 
flagrant violation of the ceasefire. 
Israeli protests to the United States 
were ineffective, and many Israeli 
pilots and soldiers lost their lives in 
October 1973 because of these mis- 
siles,
